Amendment filed on December 1, 2008 has been entered. Claims 4, 15, 16 and 26 have 
been cancelled. Claims 1, 3, 5-14, 17 and 19-21 are pending in the application. 

Oath/Declaration

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Rejection of claims 1, 3, 5-14, 17 and 19-21 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Raevsky (US 5206088) in view of Tzur (US 4,632,865) has been withdrawn 
due to amendment. 

3. Rejection of claims 1, 3, 5-14, 17 and 19-21 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Raevsky in view of Tzur, fiirther in view of Lazzaro (US 3875106) has been 
withdrawn due to amendment. 

4. Rejection of claims 10 and 19 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
(Raevsky in view of Tzur) or (Raevsky in view of Tzur, further in view of Lazzaro), and further 
in view of Deogan et al (US 5,900,281) has been withdrawn due to amendment. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1, 3, 5-14, 17 and 19-21 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the cited prior art 
fails to teach a multi-layer ablative composition formed by a series of layers, each layer having a 
different concentration of the same intumescent material, wherein an outermost layer has a

maximum concentration of the intumescent material. Closest prior art of Tzur teaches the use of 
a multi-layer system where there is a downtrend in the decomposition temperature, i.e., where 
the external layer has the higher decomposition temperature as compared with the inner layers. 
Although Tzur teaches in the BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION that it is known to use 
high proportion of intumescent agent in a single layer intumescent composition, as shown by 
Raevsky, et al. in U.S. Pat. No. 4,462,831 (See column 2, lines 18-21), Tzur is silent about the 
gradient of concentration of an intumescent material in the multi-layer system.
